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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1 . 137 (b) / ( f ) , 
filed June 6, 2003/ to accept an unintentionally delayed 
notification of the filing m a foreign country of an application 
directed to the invention disclosed in the subject application. 

The petition is GRANTED . - 

The present nonprovisional application became the subject of an 
application filed in the PCT Office designating foreign countries 
on January 31, 2003. However, the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office was unintentionally not notified of this filing within 45 
days subsequent to the filing of the PCT application.

Accordingly, the failure to timely notify the 
Office of a . foreign or international filing within 45 days after 
the date of filing of such foreign or international application 
as provided by 35 USC 122(b) (2) (B) (iii) and 37 CFR 1.213(c) is 
accepted as having been unintentionally delayed. 
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The Office has processed the request to rescind the previous 
nonpublication request.' A corrected filing receipt setting forth 
the projected publication date, August 21, 2003, accompanies this 
decision on petition.
